One im portant piece of legislation 
enacted by the last general assembly , 
which legislators assert was a big 
step in advance, was the amendment 
to the 
criminal code 
substituting 
electrocution 
for 
hanging 
as the 
death penalty in the state of Indiana. 
Another act of the legislature pro­ 
vides adm inistrators 
who 
are ap­ 
pointed for the sole purpose of bring­ 
ing a damage suit do not have to 
publish a notice of appointment or 
final settlement ex cept where ordered 
by the court and still another estab­ 
lishes a state board of embalmers. A 
brief summary of the three measures 
follows: 
Senate Bill 13 (Chapter 315), ap ­ 
proved March 15, amends Sections 
310 and 314 of the criminal code 
(Burns, 19 08, 
Sections 
219 0 
and 
2200), in relation to the infliction 
of the death penalty . 
For the pro­ 
vision in Section 219 0 
that death 
shall he inflicted “by hanging by the 
neck until the person is dead” is sub­ 
stituted the provision that it shall 
be inflicted “in every case by caus­ 
ing to pass through the body of the 
convict a current of electricity of 
sufficient intensity to cause death, 
and the application and continuance 
of such current through the body of 
such convict until such convict is 
dead.*’ 
And for 
the provision in 
Section 2200 that the ex ecution shall 
take place “ within an inclosure to be 
erected or arranged for that pur­ 
pose" is substituted the requirement 
that it shall be “in a room arranged 
for that purpose;” and it is made 
the “duty of the warden and hoard 
of trustees of such prison to provide 
the necessary room and appliances 
to carry out the electrocution, as 
provided in this act.” 
Senate Bill 359 (Chapter 186), ap­ 
proved M arch 11, amends three sec­ 
tions of the $,ct establishing a state 
board of embalmers, as amended by 
acts of 19 05, Page 187. 
Section 2 (Burns, 19 08, Section 
7124), is amended so as to give the 
secretary of the board 10 cents for 
each renewal license in addition to 
[iis salary of $300 a y ear. 
Section 5 (7127) is amended so as 
to limit the right to pass ex am ina­ 
tions for embalmers’ licenses to per­ 
sons over twenty -one y ears of age, 
and is made to include in 
the sub­ 
jects on which applicants are ex am ­ 
ined, anatomy 
and the 
subject of 
“communicable disease.” 
Persons 
who have taken a special course in 
the science of embalming in a school 
or college, are to be given credit only 
when such school 
or college is “ a p­ 
proved by the board,” and service a s 
an assistant to a licensed embalmer 
must have continued for three y ears 
to give the privilege of passing the 
ex amination to one who has not a t­ 
tended such a school. 
“All licenses 
shall he made so as to ex pire on De- 
cember 31 of each y ear. 
For tba 
purposes of this act, the term 'era- 
balming’ hall mean ‘preservation and 
disinfection, or attem pted preserva­ 
tio n 
and the disinfection of 
the 
human dead body by the application 
of chemicals, ex ternally , internally or 
both.’ ”

It Took Centuries to Evolve Them, and 
Their 
Histories 
Are 
Interesting. 


Great B ritain ’s N a v y Still Uses Them, 


and They Probably W ill N ot Become 


Obscure and Die Out. 


Before Secretary of the Nav y Jose 
phu s Daniels’ lov e of simplicity the 
time worn.,time honored nau tical terms 
of "starboard ” 'and “port” hav e fallen. 
The secretary has ord ered the u se of 
these two terms abolished on all v essels 
of the nav y d epartment. They are not 
clear enou gh, he say s. 
In these d ay s, when things are called 
by their right names, left ou ght to be 
left and right ou ght to be right on sea 
as well as land . 
Henceforward helms 
men mu st accu stom themselv es to hear­ 
ing the strange ord er, “Right y ou r 
helm,” instead of the u su al “starboard ” 
ord er. 
When they hear “left” they 
will assu me that the man making the 
ord er really means “port.” 
Now that these famou s old names are 
banished from the nav y will they be­ 
come obscu re and d ie ou t? It is hard ly 
probable that they will, at least for a 
long time, for, besid es the thou sand s 
of A. B.’s who u se no other names for 
left and right, the nav ies of other cou n­ 
tries also u se these terms officially . 
Great Britain’s nav y u ses them, and , 
besid es hav ing an old English origin, 
these word s many y ears ago were u sed 
in the Latin and Teu tonic tongu es. 


“Starb o a rd ” Is Older. 
It took centu ries of seafaring u se in 
d ifferent forms to make possible the 
ev olu tion of the word “starboard ” in 
its present form. 
“Port,” althou gh 
qu ite an old nau tical term, is not near­ 
ly so ancient as “starboard ”-—in fact, 
“port” first came into u se as a su bsti­ 
tu te for “starboard ’s” old partner “lar­ 
board .” 
These two names, becau se of their 
similar sou nd , were v ery confu sing. In' 
stormy weather, when the wind roared 
and ord ers were called ou t, it was qu ite I 
possible to mistake “starboard ” forj 
“larboard .” 
For this reason “port” 
was su bstitu ted for the latter. 
The left sid e of a ship had alway s 
been known as the “port” sid e becau se 
of the portholes throu gh which the 
ship’s merchand ise was d ischarged at { 
the ports where the ships d ocked . 
In 
the British nav y “port” was su bsti­ 
tu ted for the old er term of “larboard ’ 
by an ad miralty ord er in 1844. 
The 
United States nav y d id not make this 
change u ntil 189 b 


From Ancient W ords. 
These terms hav e become nart of the 


langu age ev er since the d ay s of old 
England , when v essels were steered by 
a pad d le or sweeps worked from the 
right sid e. 
The final part of the term 
was bord (board ), which at that time 
meant the sid e of a ship. 
The first part of starboard , known in 
old 
English 
as 
steorbord , 
meant 
“steer;” hence the steering sid e. 
In the old English the left sid e of a 
ship was known as the baecbord , the 
backboard or the sid e of the v essel to 
the back of the steersman. 
H ie Eng­ 
lish sailors were not the only ones that 
u sed this term. 
The Germans knew it as backbcrd 
and the French as babord . 
England 
itself d id not keep this form in the 
langu age, bu t changed it to lad d ebord e 
or lathebord e. 
Along abou t the six teenth centu ry the 
word took the form of lerbord . leere- 
bord or larbord , probably by assimila­ 
tion to ster, steere and star-bord .

W ashington, May 12. — A telegram 
sent to Gov ernor Johnson by Secre­ 
tary of State Bry an carries the presi­ 
d ent’s final appeal to California to d e­ 
sist from any anti-Japanese legislation 
at this time. 
Secretary Bry an u rged the gov ernor 
to withhold his signatu re from the 
alien land bill in ord er to allow the 
gov ernment of the United States an 
opportu nity to take u p the qu estion 
d iplomatically with the gov ernment of 
Japan. 
The secretary ’s message was 
regard ed here solely as an effort on 
the part of the Wilson gov ernment to 
gain time by secu ring d elay s if possi­ 
ble. 
Secretary Bry an’s telegram to Gov ­ 
ernor Johnson say s, in closing; 
“The 
presid ent feels ju stified in presenting 
again his.d esire that action on the su b­ 
ject be d eferred for this session, and 
he ex presses the d esire the more free­ 
ly becau se the legislatu re can be re­ 
conv ened at any tftne if the welfare of 
the state requ ires it. He Is fu lly aliv e 
to the importance of remov ing any 
root of d iscord which may create an­ 
tagonism between American citizens 
and the su bjects of oriental nations re­ 
sid ing here, bu t he is impelled by a 
sense of d u ty to ex press the hope that 
y ou will see fit to allow time for the 
d iplomatic effort. 
The nations affect­ 
ed by the proposed law' are friend ly 
nations—nations 
that 
hav e 
shown 
themselv es willing to co-operate in the 
establishm ent of harmoniou s relations 
between their people and ou rs. 
“If a postponement commend s itself 
td y ou r ju d gment the presid ent will be 
pleased to co-operate in a sy stem atic 
effort to d iscov er and correct any ev ils 
that may ex ist in connection with land 
ownership by aliens.” 
Ind ications of the presid ent’s inten­ 
tion to su pport California as against 
Japan in case the alien land bill be­ 
comes lawr were fou nd in the Bry an 
message by the total absence of any ­ 
thing su ggesting that California has 
acted wrongfu lly . 
The message likewise ind icated be­ 
y ond d ou bt that shou ld the bill become 
law the presid ent will notify Japan 
that she may find her recou rse in the 
fed eral cou rts. 
W hether Japan wou ld consent to 
this proced u re is not known here, a3 
the Japanese ambassad or has ex press­ 
ly refrained from say ing any thing for 
pu blication on this point. 
If the Jap­ 
anese wou ld consent to hav e their 
case d ecid ed by American cou rts the 
proceed ings necessary to su ch a cou rse 
wou ld bring abou t that measu re of d e­ 
lay which the presid ent d esires. Mean­ 
time the United States wou ld hav e 
abu nd ant opportu nity to prepare for 
any ©ontingency . 
It is believ ed also 
that once d elay is secu red by whatev er 
means, the chances of Japan making 
a seriou s issu e of the controv ersy 
wou ld be materially lessened .

seph G. Eaton. 
Ad d ed interest is giv en to the rtory 
by the notoriety which has foil « wed 
his d eath and by the fact that lib wid ­ 
ow. Mrs. Jennie May Eaton, re« eu tly 
was ind icted for his mu rd er and Is at 
Ply mou th, Mass., awaiting trial on that 
charge. The article appears in a nau ­ 
tical jou rnal. Master. Mate and I’ilot, 
u nd er the fictitiou s signatu re of “Lieu ­ 
tenant B. B. McG." 
In part it is as 
follows: 
"It was on Ju ne 5, only a few d ay s 
after the Oregon anchored off Santiago 
and her memorable v oy age had become 
history , that the Resolu te, carry ing 
mail for the fleet, hov e in sight. 
In. 
ou r fore peak and against the fore 
bu lkhead were piled forty mines, each, 
containing 500 pou nd s of gu ti cotton. 
Twenty charges for the d y namite cru is­ 
er Vesu v iu s, containing 10,000 pou nd s 
of gu n cotton, were on the d eck below. 


Powerful Combustibles. 
“Ju st aft j f this was 300 pou nd s of 
gu npowd er for the great gu ns of the 
fleet. 
Still farther aft were thou sand s 
of rou nd s of rapid lire ammu nition for 
six pou nd ers and fou r and six inch 
gu ns, while on the u pper d eck in t ne 
of the cabins was 250 pou nd s of eiry 
gu n cotton and d etonators for the war 
head s of torped oes—the fu ll comple­ 
ment of twenty -fiv e battleships. 
“We steamed d own the line of blo ck­ 
ad ing ships and d eliv ered ord ers *flnd 
mail to the v essels of the squ ad ron. 
Arriv ing at the western end of the » Ine, 
we came abou t and steamed back' to 
the eastward , 
toward 
Gu antanamo, 
which was ou r station.

line, abou t opposite the harbor v a- 
trance. ly ing with her bow toward "fie 
shore and rolling heav ily in the swell 
raised by a monsoon.

Held Straigh t Course. 
“1 was off d u ty and chanced to be 
stand ing aft. near the engine room 
hatch. 
Near me Passed Assistant En­ 
gineer Lou is L. Bernier was leaning 
against the rail, gazing ahead of rhe 
Oregon. 
It looked as if we wou ld pass 
her v ery close if we sheered off at 
once, bu t we held straight on ou r 
cou rse, head ing right at her. 
“Lieu tenant Bernier had been chief 
engineer of the Resolu te—she was for­ 
merly the Yorktown—for many y ears, 
so he knew to an inch was she cou ld 
and wou ld d o u nd er any cond ition. 
“I saw him look hard ahead , then 
ju mp for the engine room hatch and 
d isappear. Bu t a moment or two elaps­ 
ed . 
We were rapid ly nearing the Ore­ 
gon, and still we held straight toward 
her.

“The men who lined the rail on the 
Oregon apparently thou ght nothing of 
the closeness of ou r passage, as if they 
d eemed no u narmored craft cou ld d o 
her any harm, bu t the white faced offi­ 
cers on ou r brid ge heav ed one great 
sigh of relief. 
They had faced anni­ 
hilation, u tter, absolu te. 
“Until now this remarkable story 
has nev er been mad e pu blic. 
Com­ 
mand er Eaton may hav e reported the 
incid ent to the nav y d epartm ent, bu t if 
he d id so his officers were not so In­ 
formed . 
Natu rally we w’ere carefu l to 
•forget’ all abou t it.”

Teachers' Pensions. 


There can be no doubt th at a larg e 
m ajority of the people would like to 
see retired school teachers provided 
for in their declining day s. 
On the 
question of teachers’ pensions there 
is no dispute of the heart, but only 
of the bead. 
The main idea is rig ht; 
the methods are alone debatable. 
It 
is a subject that is now being care­ 
fully considered in 
many 
of the 
larg er cities. 
There is no other class g iving their 
lives to the public g ood who must 
bring to their work 
more thoroug h 
equipment, wiio accomplish more mo­ 
mentous results for civilization, and 
who g et less for themselves than the 
teachers in the public schools. 
She not only serves and sacrifices, 
but teaches service and sacrifice to 
us all—puts into the human loaf the 
divine leaven of individual useful­ 
n e ss nnd public prog ress. 
Her work is not only a continuous 
g elf-sacrifie which wears out her life, 
but one which unfits her for any 
other pay ing employ ment. 
She can save up little, if any thing , 
for even in her best day s, her salary 
is small and barely adequate to a 
comfortable living and the costs of 
continuous studies necessary to keep 
in the van of intellectual prog ress. 
Throug h lack of a pension sy stem 
faithful teachers are often retained 
in their places long after their use­ 
fulness is past, to the serious detri­ 
ment of the schools. 
That is the 
most costly way possible to maintain 
them. 
And it does not do justice to 
them or to the public. 
There could be nothing of which 
the state would have better rig ht to 
feel proud than the 
fact th at its 
school teachers, who have g iven the 
best p a rt of their rich lives in public 
service, were relieved and cared for 
in the£helplessness of declining y ears. 
This is1 a problem which-the a d­ 
vance thoug ht of the day is now a t ­ 
tempting to solve.

Cin cin n ati, May 12.—In differen t 
parts of the city riotin g followed 
the attempt made Su n day by the Cin ­ 
cin n ati Traction compan y to resu me 
traffic, which had been su spen ded en ­ 
tirely sin ce n oon Satu rday as the re­ 
su lt of the walkou t of its motormen 
an d con du ctors. At 4 o’clock Su n day 
morn in g the compan y brou ght 290 
strike breakers to this city , who had 
been recru ited in Chicago an d Detroit 
The men marched to the Brighton car 
barn s an d somewhat later the city 
au thorities were n otified that traffic 
from the Brighton barn s wou ld ho re 
su med du rin g the morn in g. 
Shortly 
before 9 d’clock six cars man n ed by 
strike 
breakers 
were 
started 
ou t 
toward Fairmou n t, a western su bu rb, 
an d fou r cars toward the city . 
On e car con tain in g abou t twen ty 
strike breakers was brou ght to a halt 
half a mile from the barn by a mob of 
strike sy mpathizers. The strike break­ 
ers fled, scared by the threaten in g at­ 
titu de of the mob,- an d the aban don ed 
car was then set on fire, the police al­ 
lege, by a lot of boy s. 
A fire alarm 
was sen t in an d total destru ction of 
the car prev en ted. 
The two cars goin g toward Fair­ 
mou n t got to a poin t a mile from the 
startin g place when they were stopped 
by a mob of abou t 300 men an d boy s. 
Rocks commen ced to fly an d the crews 
fled. The two cars were partly demol­ 
ished by the mob. 
Of the three cars that attempted to 
reach the lower part of the town two 
got n o fu rther than a few squ ares 
from the barn , the crews fleein g an d 
the cars bein g retu rn ed u n der police 
protection . 
The third car got on e 
block from police headqu arters an d 
abou t a mile from the barn when a 
mob of close to 3,000 men an d boy s 
made fu rther progress impossible by 
takin g the con troller from the motor- 
man . 
Bricks were fly in g from all 
sides an d Charles Weber, the motor- 
man , was hit in the abdomen . He was 
taken to the city hospital, where he 
was fou n d to hav e receiv ed a ru ptu red 
liv er. 
His recov ery is v ery dou btfu l. 
Sev eral other person s in the mob were 
hit by fly in g ston es an d taken to hos­ 
pitals. Chief of Police Copelan d with 
a large force su cceeded in restorin g 
order when the car was taken back 
to the barn . So den se were the mobs 
ev ery where an d so hostile in their 
demon stration s that the trip of the car 
from the barn to a poin t on e mile dis­ 
tan t an d retu rn con su med ov er fou r 
hou rs. 
There Is seriou s talk of goin g to the 
Un ited States cou rts for the appoin t­ 
men t of a receiv er for the Cin cin n ati 
Traction compan y on the grou n d of 
failu re to carry ou t the prov ision s of 
its con tract with the city . It is argu ed 
that the cou rt wou ld hav e to fin d 
mean s to assu re resu mption of traffic.

“We respectfu lly ask,” say s the 
man ifesto, "his majesty ’s secretary of 
state for foreign affairs an d the sec­ 
retary of state of the Un ited States to 
tran smit this in v itation throu gh the 
proper chan n els to the gov ern men ts 
of the world in order that both by the 
participation of the gov ern men ts an a 
by the co-operation of men of good 
will in ev ery lan d this celebration may 
be so carried ou t as to mark n ot mere­ 
ly the close of 100 y ears of peace be­ 
tween En glish-speakin g peoples, bu * 
the open in g of what we sin cerely tru st 
will be a fresh era of peaec an d good 
will between all the n ation s of the 
world.” 
The con ferees also say in their man ­ 
ifesto: 
"Althou gh it be u n reason able to dis­ 
regard the possibility of con flict aris­ 
in g in the fu tu re, ou t of mu tu al or par­ 
tial misu n derstan din g, y et we grate­ 
fu lly recogn ize that the chan ces ot 
misu n derstan din g hav e been largely 
elimin ated by the degree in which 
modern scien ce has facilitated in ter­ 
cou rse an d accelerated commu n ication . 
"We are therefore en cou raged to 
hope that the dev elopmen t of letters, 
scien ce an d arts; of commerce, in du s­ 
try an d fin an ce; of mu tu al kn owledge, 
tru st an d good feelin g on the part of 
those who owe differen t allegian ces 
an d who speak differen t ton gu es may 
profitably absorb the en ergy of man ­ 
kin d as well as offer opportu n ity for 
the display of the n oblest an d fin est 
traits of min d an d character.”

C. Hanna u nd er a law p assed by the 
last legislatu re. 
Su p erintend ent Han­ 
na mailed ou t 122 d ischarges ord ered 
at a recent meeting of the board of 
control. 
The law u nd er which the boy s are 
released from p arole was introd u ced 
in the legislatu re by Senator Neal at 
the req u est of Mr. Hanna and the boy s’ 
school board of control. 
Its p u rp ose 
is to d ischarge boy s after reaching the 
age of eighteen instead of twenty -one, 
as u nd er the old law. 
The ru les formu lated by the board 
of control at its recent meeting req u ire 
that y ou ths mu st hav e been on p arole 
one y ear or more and hav e mad e tatis- 
factory rep orts to obtain d ischarge« . 
Bona fid e non-resid ents of the state 
also are eligible. 
Receip t of the letters sent ou t by 
Su p erintend ent 
Hanna will 
release 
more than 10 p er cent of the total 
nu mber of boy s u nd er p arole from the 
state institu tion. 
Those who are no ' 
longer resid ents of Ind iana will be in- j 
elu d ed in the large nu mber to be con-1 
sid ered at the nex t meeting of the 
board of control the first week in Ju ne.
